(A P )—Rescuers dug today for a 
blonde 14-year-old girl believed to 
be the last victim of a snow av­ 
alanche that killed eight Swiss 
high school students and a teach­ 
er in the Swiss Alps. 
A team of 60 rescuers—soldiers, 
guides and volunteers — dug all 
night on Scalottas mountain for 
the girl, given up for dead. Bodies 
of nine others have been recov­ 
ered. 
The roar of the tumbling ice 
and 
snow 
apparently 
was 
un­ 
heard Friday in the valley below 
the southern slope of the 7.600-foot 
mountain. 
But others 
saw 
the 
huge avalanche from afar, and 
the biggest rescue operation here 
in a generation began within the 
hour. There were 27 teen-agers 
and three teachers on a skiing 
vacation from a high school in 
Glarus. The .group started up the 
wooded face of Scarlottas in bril­ 
liant sunshine on the last day of 
their two-week holiday. They were 
not on the regular ski trail. 
The 
skiers 
were 
crossing 
a 
steep expanse, marked with dan­ 
ger signs and avoided by local 
guides, when the avalanche swept 
down and engulfed them. 
Some were pulled out alive, but 
one boy flown down the valley by 
helicopter with a broken back died 
in front of a doctor’s home 
Two boys were critically hurt. A 
woman teacher and several others 
were clear of the avalanche and 
unharmed but they suffered shock.

Is Decried

Katanga Government 
Reports Finding Auto 
Used during Flight 


ELISA BET H V ILLE, the Congo 
(A P)—-Katanga Province officials 
today flatly denied rumors they 
concocted a story that ex-Premier 
Patrice Lumumba escaped from 
jail, so they could cover his death 
at the hands of his political foes. 
The denial came in a commu­ 
nique announcing that searchers 
for the missing Lumumba had 
found a car he and two political 
associates used to escape from a 
farmhouse prison at Mutshatsa, 
220 miles west of Elisabethville, 
Some Western observers in the 
Congo said they suspect Lumum­ 
ba is dead or that his escape was 
engineered so he could be shot 
while trying to escape. 
The Katanga government, tak­ 
ing note of these rumors, said in 
a 
communique: 
“ The 
Katanga 
government denies it organized 
the escape. It appears his (Lu­ 
mumba’s) escape was made pos­ 
sible by some fault or interven­ 
tion by his guards, and this will 
be subject to inquiry.” 
The communique said the car, 
a black Ford sedan found about 
20 miles north of Kasaji where 
Lumumba was imprisoned, was 
identified as the automobile he 
and his companions seized after 
overpowering their guards. 
Western 
observers 
fear 
that, 
dead or alive, Lumumba presents 
the Congo with its greatest threat 
of all-out civil war. His supporters 
control about one-third of the Con­ 
go, and in the past his fiery ora­ 
tory has been capable of whip­ 
ping them to a frenzy. 
If Lumumba is dead, observers 
said, his supporters in Oriental 
and Kivu provinces almost cer­ 
tainly would embark on a path 
of vengeance, possibly against the 
white population. 
If he is alive, they said, he will 
be able to assume active leader­ 
ship of his followers and touch off 
an all-out major civil war. 
The Katanga government com­ 
munique 
said 
the 
escape 
car 
which searchers found “ was start­ 
ed by unscrewing the ignition lock 
and joining the ignition wires to­ 
gether. 
“ There was no sign that the 
occupants of car (found damaged 
on the road) had been hurt in 
the crash, and all traces of their 
movements after leaving the dam- 
aged car had been obliterated by 
rain and people passing the spot 
afterwards.” 
The feeling here that Lumumba 
was already dead was strength­ 
ened among observers.

Pages and Pages of Drivel 
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Government archives are filed with in­ 
formation of interest to contemporary and 
future citizens, but they are also contam­ 
inated by some of the most meaningless 
printed refuse to be found anywhere. It is 
a natural phenomenon of big government 
to produce mountains of paperwork — 
much of it unnecessary to begin with — 
and then provide warehouses of filing cab­ 
inets to store it. 
It is one thing to satisfy the egos of min­ 
or bureaucrats by honoring their contri­ 
butions with file space for posterity to ig­ 
nore. but it is quite another to deliberately 
distort the intent of an official publication 
of some real importance such as the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
This publication is. as it is plainly titled. 
a log of the activities of both branches of 
Congress. It is intended to be an irrefut­ 
able record of what was said and done 
daily and includes valuable information 
on the progression of bills, the meetings 
of committees and the absence of mem­ 
bers. 
Persons reading the Congressional Rec­ 
ord for any day will feel proud of the vol­ 
ume of work being performed by a rela­ 
tive handful of members. They will find as 
manv as 50 pages of speeches, recom­ 
mendations, reprints of articles which have 
appeared in private publications, sum­ 
maries of c u r r e n t legislative business, 
and comments on everything from polit­ 
ical trends to the fine work of the summer 
fair committee in Mountainview. Okla. 
There have even been laudatory com­ 
ments on Matt Dillon as one of the great 
lawmen of pioneer Kansas. 
In time, however, the reader becomes 
disturbed by the very volume of work he 
sees before him. How is it possible, he won­ 


ders. to accomplish so much within the 
limits of 24 hours? The answer is. of course 
that the Congressional 
Record is more 
than a mere d i a r y of what actually tran­ 
spired on the floor of Congress. 
Senators and congressmen have unlim­ 
ited privilege to change, delete, add and 
“ revise’* the official records of House and 
Senate clerks. A few exercises this privi­ 
lege liberally. At a cost of more than $80 a 
page, the t a x p a y e r pays a hefty sub­ 
sidy for legislative verbosity. 
For several days after the end of the last 
session of Congress, the Congressional 
Rceord was published until the backlog of 
unmade speeches and unheard praise and 
criticism left behind by campaign - mind­ 
ed members could be exhausted. Repre­ 
sentative Powell of New York alone used 
up 15 pages at a cost of more than $1,200. 
Many members of Congress have at­ 
tempted to restrict the ease with which 
extraneous matter can be inserted and of­ 
ficial remarks changed, but with no suc­ 
cess. The Record has become too valuable 
a m e d i u m for commending constitu­ 
ents and belaboring opponents. 
It is unfortunate that the whims of the 
few who make consistent use of the Con­ 
gressional R e c o r d for these purposes 
should be permitted to distort the actual 
record of the United States Congress.

CINCINNATI (AP) — One hun­ 
dred years ago Sunday. Abraham 
Lincoln observed his 52nd birth­ 
day. A big part of the day was 
spent in Cincinnati. 
Lincoln was on a round about 
trek 
from 
Springfield, 
111., 
to 
Washington for his inauguration 
as president of a nation that a 
little more than a month after he 
took office was to be plunged into 
the costly and bloody Civil War. 
W'hat happened on that day a 
hundred years ago’’ 
To an extent, it was somewhat 
the same as would happen today. 
There was an official greeting at 
the railroad station, a parade be­ 
fore 
crowds 
and 
then 
a 
short 
speech by the president elect. 
Beyond that, however, there ap­ 
parently was little to resemble I 
what would happen in 1961. 
The story of Lincoln’s appear­ 
ance here didn’t even warrant a 
story on page I of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer of Feb. 13. It was on an 
inside page and was added on to 
the story of Lincoln's appearance 
in Indianapolis the day before and 
his trip to Cincinnatii. 
The 
next 
day. 
when 
Lincoln 
went on to Columbus, the En­ 
quirer’s only mention was a par­ 
agraph in a story from Columbus 
that he had left here at 9 o’clock 
that morning. 
The Enquirer of Feb 13 reports 
a crowd gathered at the station 
but said: 
“ There was a big gathering but 
rn all candor we must state there 
was as limited amount of enthu­ 
siasm as even the enemies of the 
president-elect could desire ” 
At one place in his story, the 
unnamed reporter said a friend 
pointed to “the mixed mass of the 
‘peculiar 
institution’ 
and 
their 
sympathetic white brethren” md 
rem arked it was “ a visible illus­ 
tration of the black 
Republican 
platform.” 
After being greeted at the sta­ 
tion. the president-elect was made 
a part of a parade headed by mil- 
itary units. 
The bitter spirit of the times 
with civil war nearing ic shown in 
this statement: 
“ We 
need 
not 
describe 
Mr. 
Lincoln but as he stood upon the 
platform of the car, hat in hand, 
listening to the short address of 
the chairman of the committee, 
comparisons flitted before the vis­ 
ion 
which ‘Mrs. 
Malaprop, pro­ 
nounced as ‘odorous.’” 
The Enquirer said the streets 
were

DR. GIST commented that in se­ 
lecting a silage corn “that farm ers 
should look for a corn that will pro­ 
duce more grain and not particul­ 
arly for corns that produce a lot of 
foliage. The a m o u n t in silage 
is a measure of the silage's real 
value”. 
Dr. Gist also commented that 
various crop mixtures have been 
suggested in the hope of increasing 
the y i e l d and quality of silage. 
Research at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station has shown that 
the y i e l d per acre from two or 
more crops planted together does 
not exceed the yield of the highest 
yielding crop grown alone. Usual­ 
ly one crop dominates the other 
and the s e c o n d crop contributes 
only a small percentage of the tot* 
I a1 dry matter. 
In Ohio tests in which corn and 
soybeans 
are 
planted 
together, 
corn accounted for from 80 to 95 
per cent of the dry matter produc­ 
tion. Soybeans in the mixture were 
increased 
when 
the 
corn 
was 
planted to a wider spacing — at 
the expense of corn production. 
Similar results were obtained in 
studies at Illinois which includes 


! soybeans interplanted with both 
corn and sorghums. 
Sorghum drilled with corn may 
result in a large vegetative growth 
per acre. However, the resulting 
silage will contain only limited 
amounts of grain and this will he 
l o w e r 
in 
feeding 
value than 
straight 
corn 
silage. 
In 
actual 
practice corn frequently dominat­ 
es in a corn - sorghum mixture 
and the yield contribution from 
sorghum is 
minor. Corn plants 
get off to a good start when soil 
tem peratures are too low for op­ 
timum growth of sorghums. 
A mixture of two relatively low- 
yielding crops such 
as sundan- 
grass and soybeans cannot be ex­ 
pected to produce as much feed 
pm- acre as can be produced by- 
crops such as corn or sorghum.
